| #o0d for thought. Tne sehnol cepsus
tor 1900 shows: Whitee, 5639,431; col-
ored, 220 198 E ‘rollment 1n sennolc:
' Whites, 263,217; eolored, 130,005.
From these figures it will be seeu
that while less than half the white
ohildren are pupils of the public
| rehools, largely more than half of
tne negro population or about or
nearly seven elevenths are pupils in
the schools. Aun edueationsl gual-
flcation applying to whites might
belp to remedy this distressiog eon
dition. Tae fignres would seem to
indicate that the negro is more gen-
erslly taking advantage of his op-
porturity to educate himself than is
the white child. This is a mortify
ing sitnation.

T ere 18 one other point in the
Nmth Carolina school statisties to
which we would direct atrention be-
canse we believe that 1t indexes a
condition in which Virginia pre-
sents alm st a parailel. We referto
the matter of salaries of publie
school teachers. The average sala-
ry of white male te~chers in North
Carolina is but $26.18 per month;
the average for white female teack-
ers $23.41 per month. The aver-
ages for negro teachers are even
smaller.

(d) In that this suffrage amend-
ment does not remove the negro from

litics or settle the negro question in

orth Carolina.

(e) In that every voter who has not
paid his poll tax as much as five
months before the State election and
eight months before the national elec-
tion, shall be disfranchised as much as
if he were convicted of felony or were
an i1gnorant negro. The purpose of
shis provision is not omly o disfran-
chise every good honest citizen who
anfortunately cannot pay his taxes by
the first of March precodinf the eleo-
sion, but further to try to bribe the vo-
ter to surrender his sufl at the ex-
pense of the public school fund of the
sState, which is derived from poll taxes.
There lurks behind this proposition a
sti1]l greater danger to the public
schools of the SBtate, for with the adop-
tion of the amendmens the opponenss
of free schools 1n North Carolina will
at once raise the ory that every dollar
raised for public instruction means the
increase of the number of negro vo-
ters, and thus the poor white man’s
son will be chained in bondage of ig-
onorance and disfranchised to prevent
the education of the negro voter.
